It could have fallen on a 
pedestrian, 
seriously 
injuring 
him, or across the busy inter­ 
section damaging some passing 
vehicle, 
perhaps injuring its 
occupants and it certainly could 
have 
been 
the 
contributing 
cause of a vehicular accident. 
This is not the first street light 
pole to fall, but the others have 
been urged by being struck by 
some moving object. 
With these heavy iron poles 
lining the sidewalks of the down­ 
town, there is a real and present 
danger to pedestrians. 
It may be subject to criticism 
to point out that this condition 
is not conducive to attracting 
» hoppers into the downtown area. 


Why make a fuss, maybe 
some comment, retorting that 
everyone knows they ought to 
be replaced and they will be 
when First Street is rebuilt, 
and this will probably be done 
in a year or so. 
Well, this is so, but how many 
more street light poles will fall 
In the next 
year, 
how 
many 
mashed pedestrians and caved in 
car roofs will occur in the in­ 
terim penod before the street is 
rebuilt. 


If this incident does anything, 
it should 
speed 
up 
discussion 
about getting First Street re­ 
built. 
The Retail Bureau of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce today, while 
thinking about another problem, 
may have come up with a good 
solution about how to yank out 
these light poles now and still 
keep the downtown area from go­ 
ing black. 


They noted that many of the 
street lights are out anyway, 
and suggested that until the 
city or whoever should replace 
burned out lights does so, that 
retail 
merchants 
leave their 
lights on every night to keep 
the downtown area from look­ 
ing so desolute at night. 
Whether it’s fair to ask mer­ 
chants to supply street lighting 
which is not provided by the city 
by regular street lights, we will 
not attempt to answer. 
However, we suggest the time 
is past for 
rapid 
conversation 
that leads to some action.

(AP) — The 
nation’s only one-house legisla­ 
ture is receiving more attention 
than a debutante at a coming- 
out party these days, and Ne­ 
braskans couldn’t be happier. 
The U.S. Supreme Court’s his­ 
toric “ one-man, one-vote” rul­ 
ing has prompted the interest. 
Not a few students of govern­ 
ment in not a few states are 
asking: If both houses of a two- 
branch legislature must be ap­ 
portioned on a population-only 
basis, 
why 
bother 
with

houses? 
Or, as Nebraska Gov. Frank 
Morrison is given to asking: 
"Why run the milk through the 
separator twice? ” 
Accepted 
Nebraska’s unicameral legis­ 
lature has been in operation for 
28 years, and by now stands 
thoroughly accepted. Not one 
serious move to revert to the 
bicameral has developed in re­ 
cent y ears, and detractors are 
hard to find in the Cornhusker 
state. 
A survey of 68 present and 
former legislators in 1961 turned 
up only four who favored re 
turning to the two-house sy stem. 
Whether Nebraska’s system wil 
serve as prototype for state legis 
latures generally remains to be 
seen, but it’s receiving much scru 
tiny. 
"We haven't gotten so nuch 
attention since 1937 when the 
unicameral-bicameral issue was

Vietnamese Peo ple 
Weary o f Civ il War

WASHINGTON - The b a s i c 
question b ehind all the American 
effort to prevent a Communist 
take-over in South Viet Nam gets 
cloudier b y the day. 
How much interest do the 
Vietnamese people themselves 
have any more in continuing the 
war against their own country ­ 
men, the Red guerrillas, called 
the Viet Cong? They ’ve b een in 
this st?*uggle for 20 y ears. 
Those y ears add up to an un­ 
happy spectacle. 
First, 
the 
United 
States 
b acked the French against the 
Reds, when the French were 
weakening. 
But 
the 
French 
were 
colonialists, 
showed 
no 
real signs of preparing the Viet­ 
namese for independence, and 
lacked the people’s support. 
French Smashed 
The French, smashed, had to 
leave. Then the United States, 
With men and money , b acked 
Ngo 
Dinh 
Diem, 
South Viet 
Nam's 
anti-Communist 
presi­ 
dent who was, in effect, a dicta­ 
tor. He was finally ousted and 
assassinated. 
Since his death in 1963 one 
South Vietnamese government 
after another has b een over­ 
thrown in the leaders’ power 
itruggle. Americans wanted a 
Democratic 
government in 
a 
country inexperienced 
in 
de­ 
mocracy . 
But, in creeping chaos, the 
m ilitary strongmen threw out 
the civilians and one another. 
The United States has pumped 
b illions of dollars into the anti- 
Red war, and in Viet Nam it has 
more than 23,000 military “ad­ 
visers” 
although 
advisers 
is 
hardly the 
right word 
since 
Americans have b een killed in 
action. The score so far is more 
than 360 Americans killed, over 
1,650 wounded. 
Deeply Disturb ing 
Deeply 
disturb ing 
is 
this: 
when the Viet Cong caused the 
greatest damage and loss to 
Americans 
— 
as 
in 
hitting 
American airb ases with mortar 
fire last Nov. 1 and over last 
weekend — they had to go 
through a country side populated 
b y S o u t h 
Vietnamese 
who 
sounded no alarm, then through 
South Vietnamese guards who 
were supposed to b e protecting 
the b ases. 
That raises a second question: 
How long will the United States 


go on fighting to protect people 
who let this happen? 
After the Nov. 1 attack Mal­ 
colm Browne, Associated Press 
reporter 
in 
Saigon, 
wrote: 
' Most of the Viet Cong guerril­ 
las are recruited locally (that 
is, from among the South Viet­ 
namese whom the United States 
is try ing to defend) and most of 
their arms are captured Ameri­ 
can weapons.” 
In late Novemb er the Ameri­ 
can amb assador to South Viet 
Nam, Gen. Maxwell D. Tay lor, 
returned here to talk with Presi­ 
dent Johnson, declared the Viet 
Nam outcome “very much in 
doub t.” 


Attack Reds 
He said he thought attacks on 
targets 
in 
Red-held 
territory 
(North Viet Nam is Red-held) 
would make the North Vietnam­ 
ese 
Communists 
and 
Red 
Chinese realize their fight was 
not worth the cost. 
And The AP reported Tay lor 
and Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk were 
reappraising U.S. 
strategy in Viet Nam. The AP 
said at the time: “The study 
may lead to a decision b y Presi­ 
dent Johnson to b roaden the 
w ar.” 
And that’s just what happened 
over the weekend after the sec­ 
ond 
American 
b ase 
was 
at­ 
tacked. So apparently it wasn’t 
a sudden decision b ut a long 
thought-out one when Johnson 
ordered U.S. carrier planes to 
b omb North Viet Nam. 
Now neither Johnson nor any ­ 
one else in this country knows 
whether these raids will b ring 
retaliation b y the Soviet Union 
or Red China and truly b roaden 
the war, perhaps b ey ond any ­ 
one’s imaginings. 
But even if American raids 
b reak the Communist spirit in 
the 
north, 
this 
country 
still 
doesn’t know whether the Amer­ 
ican-b acked South Vietnamese 
will ever get together and set up 
orderly government or explode 
into civil war and total chaos.

Spare parts are 
a fairy -tale 
ending to the story of many suf­ 
ferers. Prob ab ly the first such 
device ever to b e used was the 
wooden crutch. Spectacles and 
false teeth have long b een with 
us. 
Newer aids are electric hear­ 
ing aids, artificial heart valves 
and artificial kidney s. 
The artificial kidney has two 
disadvantages for the victim of 
chronic kidney disease. It re­ 
quires a team of experts in a 
hospital setting and, b ecause of 
its cost, it has rarely b een used 
for any b ut acute conditions to 
tide the patient over a tempor­ 
ary crisis. 
It is estimated that it would 
cost b etween $150 and $300 a 
week to keep a person with 
chronic uremia alive b y means 
of an artificial kidney . 


Now Dr. James E. Clark of 
Philadelphia 
has devised a 
method which costs only ab out 
$2 a week. 
Working on the fact that poi­ 
sons ordinarily removed b y the 
kidneys can also b e removed b y 
the intestines, he detaches a six- 
foot loop of intestine and b rings 
b oth ends to the outside of the 
ab dominal wall to form what 
appears to b e a doub le ileosto­ 
my. 
The free ends of the intestine 
are united to carry on as b efore, 
b ut the detached loop is now 
ready to function as an acces­ 
sory kidney. 
A tub e is inserted into one end 
then daily 6 to 12 quarts of a 
specially prepared fluid are in­ 
troduced 
drop 
b y 
drop 
and 
drained off through a second 
tub e that has b een inserted in 
the other opening. 
This can b e done while the 
sub ject is sleeping, or even while 
he is sitting up. 
This loop effectively removes 
urea and organic acids from the 
b lood. 
Dr. Clark admits that the loop 
does not work as well as a nor­ 
mal kidney , b ut it can b e truly 
a life saver. The sterile precau­ 
tions necessary with the more 
elab orate artificial kidney are 
not required in the working of 
the intestinal loop, and the pa­ 
tient can operate it himself. 
The prob lem of leakage from 
the loop has not y et b een com­ 
pletely solved, b ut improvements 
are b ound to come with time. 
Meanwhile, new hope has 
b een given to a group of per­ 
sons who w o u l d otherwise 
have died of this very serious 
disease. 
Q — What is the difference 
b etween arthritis, neuritis and 
rheumatism? 
A — Rheumatism is a loose 
term that includes inflamma­ 
tion of the joints (arthritis), 
muscles (my ositis), and muscle 
sheaths (fib rositis). Neuritis is 
an inflammation of the nerves

Fo undatio ns 
Face Study

NEW YORK - So me 15.000 tax - 
ex empt foundations with assets in 
excess of $16 b illion have wide 
effects <m large segments of the 
U.S. economy. That is one reason 
they are under study by the Con­ 
gress and the Treasury Depart­ 
ment. 
These 
foundations 
are 
pri­ 
mary sources of funds for ed­ 
ucation, scientific research, eco­ 
nomic studies, religious institu­ 
tions, 
overseas 
developments. 
They also are a force in the 
stock market, since the b ulk of 
their 
assets 
is 
in 
common 
stocks. 
And 
some 
are 
major 
stockholders of 
a wide assort­ 
ment of b usiness concerns. 
Mo t Abo v e Repro ach 
The Treasury say s the great 
majority is ab ove reproach, b ut 
criticizes a minority for ab uses. 
These include stock speculation, 
controlling 
stock 
holdings 
in 
some corporations, and finan­ 
cial dealings of the foundation 
with its donors, officers or trus­ 
tees. 
Some congressional critics go 
much farther. They charge that 
some 
foundations 
have 
b een 
used for tax evasion b y individ­ 
ual donors and are actually just 
a tax-exempt device for running 
b usiness enterprises. They want 
a special government agency 
set up to police them. 
The Treasury concedes a mi­ 
nority are out of line with pub lic 
interest, b ut thinks laws forb id­ 
ding specific ab uses will take 
care of that, without penalizing 
the majority . 
Educatio n Benefits 
The major share of donations 
b y foundations goes to educa­ 
tion. Health ranks second, still 
far b ehind although gaining in 
recent y ears. Closely following 
are 
social 
welfare, 
scientific 
research, and international af­ 
fairs. Smaller sums go to hu­ 
manities, religion, and govern­ 
ment enterprises. 
The b iggest foundation is the 
Ford Foundation set up in 1936. 
Of late it has b een slowly di­ 
vesting itself of its huge hold­ 
ings of Ford Motor stock b ut 
still has 46 per cent of out­ 
standing shares, b ut a nonvoting 
classification. 
But in recent y ears the b ig 
growth has b een in the numb er 
of small foundations. Donations 
to them are deductib le from 
personal income tax returns. 
And the foundations are tax-ex­ 
empt as long as their ob jects 
and performance are in charita­ 
b le fields.
